Without the missing precincts the re 
sult foots up a total of 101;794. including 
women, as against 80,071 two years ago, an 
increase of 21.723. As the first 
Gays registration was 245,780, in 
cluding women, the grand total there- 
fore for this year shows Chicago 
has 347,574 voters. This number will be 
enlarged when the returns of the six precincts 
yet out come in by 1,500. The total in 
1892, before revision, was 269,215, leaving 
a difference in favor of 1894 of 78,359. But 
only 239,972 of those who registered 
in 1892 went to the polls and voted. Atten- 
tion, is called ta the fact the women ure in- 
cluded in the figures presented, and as they 
registered to the number of 23,267 the actual 
increase of male voters over the last registra- 
tion is 55,002. Considering it is an off year 
this is taken to be a remarkable growth in 
the voting population of the city.

At No. 184 Custom-House place there are 
some six women whom the Lexow committee 
of New York would probably like to see and 
question. It was here Mathilde Herman, the 
much wanted and twice abducted witness, 
who turned up in New York yesterday, was 
sheltered safely for three weeks while De- 
tective Wells of the committee sat on her 
trunks at the Grand Pacific Hotel. Probably 
the detective never would have found her had 
she not called for those trunks. Here, 
too, is located Pauline Tabour, who 
says she ran one disorderly house at No. 137 
West Third street, New York, and two others 
on McDougall street. “She got a tip to 
leave New York, has been in Chicago six 
weeks, and is not looking for notoriety. She 
knows Mathilde Herman well, as her address 
was formerly No. 130 West Third street, 
right next door to her house. She had this to 
say about Mathilde last night: 

Mathilde Herman came here four weeks 
ago from Montreal, Can. She came right 
here after she had left her trunks at the 
Grand Pacific. Here she was among 
friends, for we all know her. Her house was 
next door to mine. She left New York, she 
said, because the police forced her to do so, 
She did not tell me much of her affairs; I 
supposed they were the same as mine. Ma- 
thilde seemed to like Chicago, and said rhe 
would stay here. She had many letters and 
telegrams. She wanted to buy this house 
from Mme. Blanchard, who owas it, and the 
papers were all fixed up. She went out to 
get her trunks, and when she came back 
Wells was with her. For a week that man 
never let her out of his sight. There was an- 
other man with him—a man with a red 
mustache—the two watched her night and 
day. Monday she got a telegram from her 
husband, and that night she started for New 
York. We have not heard from her since. 

Telegrams She Received. 

The first telegram Mme. Herman received 
was this: 

Give you absolute asstrance of protection in 
what you require. Safe thing and best for your- 
self to return at once. Mr. H. ail right. Nothing 
whatever to fear, but on the contrary a great ad- 
vantage.

The 
witnesses in question are supposed to 
be thieves and crooks and I want to say if any 
such notorious people have been sent here we 
would have known of it and they would nave 
been under arrest, for they get no protection 
from the Chicago police, whether they do in 
New York or not. My men are familiar with 
the crooks of New York as well as of Chicago 
and they would have had these people in jail 
before this had they come here, especially in 
a body, as has been claimed. No, I do not 
think there is a colony of witnesses of the 
committee in hiding here. 


MRS, HERMAN STOPPED AT JERSEY CITY. 


Active Agents of New York Police Try to 
Prevent Her Return. 

New York, Oct. 24.— Special. —A few 
weeks ago Mrs. Mathilde Herman. one of 
the most important witnesses the Lexow In- 
vestigation committee was expected to have 
before it, suddenly disappeared from the 
city. The circumstances convinced Mr. Goff 
and the committee she had been impelled to 
go suddenly at midnight for the purpose of 
shielding some important persons, said to be 
four Police Captains. whohad been interested 
in the protection it was known had been ac- 
corded her. This witnese was the former 
owner of a house in West Third street, to 
operate which she had put up more than 
$20,000 a year as hush money.

Today Mrs. Herman arrived in Jersey 
City from Chicago, where she had been 
caught by a private detective named D. F. 
Wells of this city. She was met at the train 
by Thomas Kearney, the Assistant Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the Lexow committee, who was to 
accompany her to the committee rooms, As 
soon as they alighted from the train and were 
on their way to the ferry boat the party was 


stopped by Senator Daly of Jersey City, who 


declared he was Mrs. Herman’s attorney, 
Wells insisted on the woman going to this 
city and Daly declared that she iad been kid- 
naped to Jersey City and it was alla con- 
spiracy. The entire party was thereupon 
placed under arrest for disturbance of the 
peace and taken to a police court. It appears

The list of creditors shows a wide 
range, including Boston, New York, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Omaha, San Francisco, and many 
other cities. The troubles of the firm are due 
in part to the hard times, but primarily to the 
fact that it was impossible to collect from 
people who had been trusted for merchandise,

Ogden Gets Off with a Lecture. 


Attorney Oscar E. Leinen spoke for Mr. 
Ogden, telling the court that as a Board of 
Review he had no power to commit for con- 
tempt. On the suggestion of Attorney Pren- 
dergust Mr. Ogden was severely lectured by 
Juage Scales and dismissed. After the boa 
adjourned a fight would have followed had 
there not been interference. 

When the board recon veued iu the afternoon 
Walter Carmody was placed on the stand. He 
stated he was a member of the Bridge Con- 
struction Ironworkers’ Union, of whieh he 
was President. Three delegates only were 
admitted from his union, although the 
membership allowed the union nine dele- 
gates. The delegates, Curmody said, 
were not allowed to enter the convention, as 
the Committee on Credentials complained 
that three of the ironworkers were in the 
employ of the City of Chicago.

Enormous Amount of Switching Done by 
Chicago’s Railroad. 

But few people have any idea of the enor- 
mous amount of switching that is done daily 
in and about this city. Ninety thousand miles 
of railroads center in Chicago. Thirteen 
hundred and fifty trains leave or arrive every 
day. Thirty-five railroads have a terminus 
here, and with eight railroad stations Chicago 
is second only to London in. the number of 
passengers arriving and departing daily. But

The actual number of cars arriving in Chi- 
cago each day is about 10,000. Of these 
6,000 are interchanged from one road to 
another by an extensive and complicated 
system of switching. For idstance, a train 
arrives from Kansas City. on the A 
Topeka and Saata Fe containing probably 
thirty freight cars consigned to various 
points. Before the freight terminus of the 
road is reached the various cars are switched 
off towards their destination. Some are sent 
South on the lilinois Central or the B 
Four” and some East over the Vanderbilt 
lines or the Pennsylvania and some go South- 
east over the Pan Handle or Baltimore and 
Ohio. The balance go into Chicago. By 
this process only cars that reach the 
freight stations of the several roads are those 
containing merchandise for Ohicago locally.

Two Fixed Facts. 


For the next two years there are two fixed 
facts.

means wages and cheap goods. here are two 
kinds of cheapness. the legitimate and the il- 
1 ere te Cheapness without money, as now, 
is illegitimate. Cheapness with money is what 
every nation longs for. If it be said it is strange 
this distribution, which it is claimed protection 
will bring, is not appreciated by wage-earners 
and voters, the answer is, there are periods of 
darkness. 

Why workmen have gone wrong is natural. 
There has been a conflict between labor and its 
employer. Battles of organized labor with the 
employer resulted.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 24.—{Special. ]}—Hun- 
dreds of Republicans met in Music Hall to- 
night at the fourth annual dinner of the Re- 
publican club of Massachusetts and listened 
to the party leaders. The dinner was the 
first large gathering of Republicans in this 
city since the opening of the campaign, and 
the officers of the club were auxious that the 
occasion should be a success. if they were 
not satisfied they are kard men to please.

700 and 800 men sat there.

President Appleton of the Republican club 
sat at the place of honor by the long tabie on 
the stage.

There were two political riots in this city to- 
night and the feeling has not run so high since 
the days of the great Garfield- Porter cam- 
paigu in Indiana. J. Milton Turner, a col- 
ored orator who has gained notoriety in re- 
cent years in the Western States with his 
Democratic speeches, was brought here to ad- 
dress the colored people of Indianapolis at 
the yellow bridge over the canal. This is a 
colored people's locality and in 1891 a cou- 
ple of colored Democratic oratora were 
mobbed and nearly killed there. 

Tonight Turner was greeted by an immense 
crowd of colored citizens. He began with a 
diatribe against ex-President Harrison, when 
the displeasure of the audience burst forth 
and a rush was made for the stand. Turner 
was dragged down and pounded in spite of 
the squad of police present. Heads were 
clubbed, but the negroes could not be driven 
off the man. Finally he was dragged out and 
made a break for the city under guard of the 
police. In spite of this the enemies of 
Turner chased him six blocks and came near 
killing him. 

The other riot occurred at Agness and 
Morris streets. on the South Side, where Allen 
Jennings, the Populist, invaded a Democratic 
community. The Democrats listened to Jen- 
nings until he had heaped all the contumely 
he could think of on the head of Congressman 
Bynum, when, ata signal, a shower of eggs, 
stones, and potatoes was rained on him. e 
escaped from the fury of his pursuers with lit- 
tle damage save to his clothing. A number 
of heads were cracked by the stones, and one 
little girl near the speakers’ stand was badly 
cut over the eye. 


HE HOPES IT I8 NOT HARVARD'S. 


Astronomical Station in Peru Sacked—It 
May Be the One at El Misti. 

Bosrow, Mass., Oct. 24. Prof. Pickering 
of Harvurd Observatory was asked his opinion 
on the report that Harvard astronomical 
station at Arequipa, in Peru, had been sacked, 
He said that he could not verify any reports. 
The authorities in Cambridge seldom have 
any telegraphic communication with the 
station, owing to the fact that it costs $3 for 
each word. “I have hopes, however,” he 
said in continuing, that the report as pub- 
lished is distorted by being handed from one 
country to another. I think that the station 
that has been sacked is that on El Misti and 
not that at Arequipa. This station is ex- 
tremely important, for it is the highest 
meteorological one in the world, and observa- 
tions made from there have already been very 
valuable.

THE REGISTRATION. 

The registration of the voters of Chicago 
and Cicero is concluded at last. If there are 
any Republicans who failed to register Tues- 
day they will find that they cannot vote Nov. 
6. No more names can be placed on the lists. 
If Republican canvassers do their duty thor- 
oughly it is altogether probable many names 
will come off. It is as certain as that the sun 
will rise this morning that the Democrats 
have no other hope of carrying the election 
except by stealing it, and a stuffed registry 
will be one of the agencies by which they will 
attempt to carry out their infamous purpose. 

The total male registration, subject to cor- 
rection, is 302,524; the total female, 23,267 ; 
grand total, 325.791. The accurate figures 
may not be given out for sevéral days yet. 
Though there is a falling off in last Tuesday’s 
registration of about 10,000 as compared 
with the second day's registration in 1892, 
yet there isa considerable increase in the 
total over 1892, omitting women. In other 
words, the male registration in 1894 appar- 
ently exceeds the male registration in 1892 
by 33,309. The women have registered more 
liberally than it was supposed they would do. 
Their registration last Tuesday was in round 
numbers about 13,000, as compared with 
about 10,000 last week. This is a fair show- 
ing considering that they can only vote for 
Trustees of the University, about which they 
know little and care little. It shows, however, 
that Mrs. Flower and Mrs. Dr. Smith and Rena 
Michaels Atchison have been doing some heavy 
electioneering. It is possible that some wom- 
en were induced to register from the belief 
that they can vote for County School Super- 
intendent, but this is a mistake. The suffrage 
law wasaspecial enactment which confers 
the right only to vote for school officers whose 
vffice was created by legislative action. 

It is believed that the registration favors the 

Republican party, as the registration in the 
Democratic wards has not come up to the 
Democratic claim. It will not be safe, how- 
ever, to.rely upon this to the extent of relax- 
ing vigilance in the face of the notorious fact 
that the Democrats propose to steal the elec- 
tion if they can. As the first step towards 
this on Tuesday their thugs and plug-uglies, 
backed by the police, drove the Republican 
challengers from the polls, and in nearly 
every case stole their identification books. 
As the minutes entered in there books could 
not have affected any honest voter their 
action is proof positive that the leaders are 
contemplating the theft of the election, and all 
the more important is it nuw that the clerks 
shall make a thorough canvaes of the wards. 
The registration having been finished it must 
now be purifled, and the work must be done 
carefully, systematically, and thoroughly. 
The Republicans must take every precaution 
or they will lose the election by fraud, false 
voting, and false counting. The Democrats 
are fighting for their lives. If theyare beaten 
this fall nothing ca save them next spring. 
They will, therefore, set on foot every scheme 
of fraud known to Democratic ingenuity and 
devilishness to defeat the will of a majority of 
the voters. To offset this the lists must be 
purified, Republicans must be vigilant in un- 
covering frauds and preventing them, and 
every Republican voter must roll up his 
sleeves and go to work and keep at work un- 
til the polls close election day, and after the 
polls have closed the Republican managers 
must be doubly watchful to see that the bul- 
lot-boxes are not tampered with. As a last 
step towards success Republican candidates 
must pull together, sink all selfish personal 
interests, all combinations for the future, 
and Work in harmony for the success of the 
whole ticket. 


HARTER REPUDIATES FREE SILVER. 

Congressman Michael D. Harter of Ohio is 
a lifelong Democrat, but he cannot stomach 
the action of the Democratic Ohio State con- 
vention in demanding the free and un- 
limited’ coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 of gold.“ and has the courage to say so. 
Tun Tuer of last Saturday published his 
letter to Chairman Allen W. Thurman, an- 
nouncing this fact, and itis well worthy of 
perusal by any and all of those Democrats 
who want to know what is right in regard to 
currency and national finance. Mr. Harter 
isan honest Democrat, and cannot consent 
to indorse the free silver fraud which ap- 
pears to be favored by two-thirds of his party 
in Ohio. He says he was nominated and 
elected two years ago upon a sound money 
platform, and he cannot with any show of 
consistency or scif-respect turn aside now to 
extend any help or to makeany effort in a 
struggle which, if successful, would bring 
evil upon the country and misery to the 
people. 

Mr. Harter states briefly but foreibly his 
reasons for refusing to join with those who 
ars demandinga debasement of the currency. 
He says the great majority of wage-earners, as 
well as of those who receive pensions or work 
for a stated salary, belong to the Democratic 
party. Hence it should be preémirently the 
party which stands fora 100-cent dollar, one 
worth 100 cents every day in the year, and 
having the same purchasing value in Canada 
and Europe that it has here. The proposed 
free silver coinage would for a very 
long time to come rob those 
who want protection against wrong 
of about one-half their incomes, 
and in very many cases of nearly half the 

‘savings of a lifetime. It would inevitably and 

immediately cut the value of every life insur- 
ance policy in two and rob the owners of 
shares in building and loan associations ot 
nearly 50 per cent of their investment. He 
characterizes as “mischievous and danger- 
ous the platform which demands free coin- 
uge at the 16 to 1 ratio, and refuses to admit 
that 50 ceats in silver would be better than 
100 cents in gold for the working people of 
this country. 

If regard for consistency were a Democratic 
virtue Mr. Harter now would be leading the 
great majority of that party in demanding the 
parity of the currency instead of being obliged 
to hold aloof from the contest because he is 
in a confessed minority of the Democrats in 
his own State. The following extract from 
the national platform of 1892 sets forth the 
principle to which he holds today: 


The dollar unit of coinage of both metals must 
be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value or 
be adjusted through international agreement or

DEMOCRATIC BUMMERS HATE IDENTIFI- 
CATION. 

Unwilling’ to trust themselves, their candi- 
dates, and their machine to the legitimate 
voters of this city, the Democratic bosses of 
Chicago devised a scheme of election frauds 
equal in magnitude to any perpetrated by 
Tammany when it was strongest and most 
reckless, Afraid that there was not in this 
city sufficient of the raw material for the 
election crimes contemplated, these Chicago 
bosses raked and scraped the surrounding 
country for repeating talent. They gent out 
word that there was a demand for repeaters 
here and that good weges would be paid 
them. 

In poured the blear-eyed bums who had 
served under Coxey or Kelly and who were 
just as ready to tramp from poll to poll 
under a Demoeratie leader as they were to 
tramp to Washmegton. These vagrants came 
to Chicago from all directions. They were 
taken charge of on arrival by the agents of 
the bosses and were divided up into squads. 
Some were quartered in those lodging houses 
on which the Democrats depend so much for 
votes, while others had billets with City Hall 
tax-eaters. 

fhe Republicans learned of the plans of the 
Democrats to neutralize the suffrages of the 
genuine voters of Chicago, and they en- 
deavored to frustrate them to the best of their 
ability.

They knew they would have against 
therm the armed and disciplined police, which 
had received instructions from headquarters 
not to allow repeaters to be interfered with.

The length of his heel, the breadth of his elbow, 
the distance between his eyebrows and the 
bridge of his nose, are all taken into account in 
determining whether he 16 a natural-born crimi- 
nal who has not yet had adequate opportunity 
to show how wicked he can be or whether he is 
doomed to decline into idiocy, 

But this is not what the Republicans tried 
to do on the two days of registration. It was 
not because they did these things that the 
Democratic rowdies attacked the Republican 
challengers, tore up their books, and drove 
them out of the registration places, while the 
Democratic policemen stood by smiling. It 
was not because they did these things that the 
Democratic machine, from Hopkins down to 
the lowest barrel-house bum, thrilled with 
anger and fear. 

All that was done was to endeavor to take 
perfectiy lawful precautions against con- 
templated fraud by taking down descriptions 
of would-be voters far less detailed than 
those on every passport issued by the United 
States or any other government. But when 
the tenderest finger is laid on fraud then the 
Democrats always squirm and yell. They 
now charge the Republicans with adopting 
the Bertilion system, when, as the explana- 
tions of their own organ show, that party 
has done nothing of the kind. This outcry 
the organs and the would-be repeaters and the 
machine politicians are making is simply to 
distract public attention from the huge Dem- 
ocratic frauds which are relied on to send 
Hopkins’ choice, MacVeagh, to the Senate, 
and to keep Hopkins’ man, Scales, in as 
County Judge and partisan interpreter of the 
election laws. 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 

The mention of the name of Hamilton al- 
ways disturbs a certain class of Democratic 
papers. At the dinner of the Hamilton club 
this week ex-Speaker Reed spoke some words 
of moderate and judicious praise of the great 
American statesman after whom the organi- 
zation is named, Thereupon the junior Dem- 
ocratic organ and its evening continuation 
proceed to try, condemn, and execute the dis- 
tinguished first Secretary of the Treasury. 

One of them says that his figure is black 
against the brilliant company of. patriots that 
illuminated the early history of the republic.“ 
That is a smgular way in which to speak of 
the brilliant soldier of White Plains, Prince- 
ton, and Yorktown; the trusted member of 
Washington’s military family dusing the 
Revolutionary War, and the leading member 
of his Cabinet after he became President; the 
man who first broke ground for the calling of 
the Constitutional convention to create a na- 
tional government; the man who extorted a 
ratification of the Constitution from the re- 
luctant New-Yorkers; who organized the 
Treasury Department, and who has left so 
brilliant and ineffaceable a mark on the his- 
tory, the Constitution, and the laws of his 
country. 

It is true that all of Hamilton's plan of 
government was not adopted. Were he alive 
today, with the experience of a hundred years, 
he would concéde that the plen which was 
agreed pu had worked out better than he then 
expected; and that what he, Washington, and 
s0 many other great patriots regarded as an 
experiment merely had turned out to de a 
wonderful success. 

It is true also that Hamilton wanted to take 
the British Government as a model. That ia 
not surprismg, for it was at the time the 
freest and the best governed country in the 
world. Life, liberty, and property were safer 
there than anywhere else across the Atlantic, 
The adoption of the English model since then 
not mercly by all the colonies of Great Brit- 

ain, but by nearly all the European nations, 
shows that Hamilton was not alone in his 


opinion and that it was not a wild one. 


What Hamilton wanted was to secure an in- 


disunion de might find growth in it. 
But those who like Mr. Jefferson wanted a 


terly than they did and perhaps defeated it, 
so that he did not push his views to extremes. 
The national spirit which animates the Con- 
stitution now is what Hamilton desired. It 
is the spirit of Hamilton. Out of the discov- 
ered weakness has come forth strength—but a 
bloody disunion rebellion had first to be 
crushed, 

Whatever may be said against Hamilton’s 
original outiine pian of government it cannot 
be asserted that any harm was done by his 
proposing it. It never has bred discord, It 
never has convulsed the country. It did not 
cause civil war. He abandoned it when he 
found public sentiment opposed to it—though 
with prophetic misgivings—and that ended 
the matter. No measure which Hamilton 
ever proposed harmed the Republic. It is 
easy to see where he has benefited it enormous- 
ly. No one can show where he injured it. 

Not so with his great political rival, Jeffer- 
son, whom some still worship. He was 
the author of the Virginia and Ken- 
tucky right of secession” resolutions of 
1798 and 99. He injected into the 
veins of his partisans and the body politic 
a subtle poison, He taught that the State 
and not the Union was the ultimate inter- 
preter of the provisions of the Constitution. 
His doctrine led straight to the State right of 
secession. He inspired Calhoun and Jeff 
Davis in their assault on the Union. He was 
the author of ** nuliification” of national 
statutes, and hence of secession from the 
Union itself. His baneful teachings cul- 
minated in the disunion rebellion of fifteen 
States and a longand bloody war. And as 
the final result of the carnage and struggle the 
government became the strong Nation Ham- 
ilton desired and sought to construct. 

Hamilton had his personal faults. He 
was a great statesman, though a very poor 
practical politician, while Jefferson was by 
far the most adroit politician of his time. 
While Hamilton committed some errors of 
judgment Jefferson committed a crime of an 
awful character when he injected secession 
poison into the Censtitution. Hamilton’s ad- 
miration of some parts of the “ British 
model did not foster rebellion and treason. 
Jefferson's resolutions of 98 did. Is it in 
order to hide Jefferson’s guilt that Demo- 
cratic papers wage such ceaseless war on the 
memory of the great creative statesman, 
Hamilton“ They might be engaged in more 
honorable and fair-minded business, 


M’GLYNN’S DECEITFUL SPEECHES. 

The visionary Dr. McGlynn spent part of 
Sunday in telliig some Chicago workingmen 
that they ought to vote for Populist candi- 
dates because those candidates are in favor of 
giving the workingmen free land and cheap 
money. McGlynn told his hearers that God 
must have given us the right of inalienable 
equality, and hence that right to the equal use 
of land.“ He told them also that the coun- 
try’s stock of money was becoming smaller 
all the time, but that free coinage would in- 
crease it, and then they would have more 
money. 

The conclusion which ignorant men would 
draw from his statements would be that if 
Populists’ ideas were carried out every one of 
them would have a Chicago corner lot and a 
pocketful of free-silver dollars. He did not tell 
them that his promise of the equal use of 
land was a fraud. He did not tell them that 
while the fee simple title to the land is to be 
taken from the present possessors that land is 
not to be divided among the landless, but is 
to be rented by the State for the highest 
rental it will bring. 

The workingman who has no money will 
have no use of land. The workingman who 
has saved upa little will be able to pay a 
emall State rent. There will be no more 
„equality“ then than there is now. Why did 
not McGlynn explain that to his hearers in- 
stead of making them believe that they could 
preémpt the vacant lots in this city if the 
single tax insanity were in force? 

Why did not he tell them also that while 
with free coinage they might have more silver 
dollars in their pockets than now each 
of those dollurs would be worth only half 
what the silver dollar is now—that is, would 
buy only half as much—and that the man 
who is out of work now would not get work 
because of free coinage, and consequently 
would not have any more silver dollars in his 
pocket then than now. 

It MeGlynn is making converts he is mak- 
ing them under false pretenses. He is mak- 
ing them believe that in the event of Populist 
success they will get something for nothing, 
that they are to have free land and lots of 
cheap dollars, just as the ignorant blacks of 
the South thought they were to get forty 
acres anda mule. The doctor ought to bo in 
better business. 


A wew building on Wells street fell down 
Tuesday. The Building Department in- 
spector in whose district it was was not at- 
tending to his legitimate business, but was off 
all day at a West Side registry place working 
for Boss Hopkins and the Democratic ma- 
chine.

Mr. McGlynn is trying to 
make the workingman believe that for every 
dollar and a half an employer pays him he 
makes out of him about ten dollars and a 
half. Stories of somewhat the same kind in- 
flamed the employés against the employers in 
1892. They thought they could deprive the 
employers of these alleged enormous unjust 
profits and yet Keep their own high wages. 
Why is McGlynn repeatmg these ‘ancient 
falsehoods to men who ought to have found 
out by this time that they were deceived 
groesly two years ago?

CITY OF PARIS RUNS DOWN A BOAT. 


Salling Craft Probably Sunk by a Collision 
with the American Liner. 

Sovrnamptron, Oct. 24.—Early yesterday 
mornmg the American line steamer Paris, 
which arrived here tonight from New York, 
ran down and probably sank an unknown 
ship. A heavy rain was falling. As soon as 
the collision occurred the Paris was put 
about and a search made for theship. After 
a time the vessel, or ai capsized 
wreck, was reported off the starboard, 
but sight of it was lost before a lifeboat 
could be lowered. Nothing further was seen, 
though the Paris lay off searching until day- 
light. The steamer sustained no damage be- 
yond having a portion of its rail bent and two 
wire stays broken. Sailors on the Paris say 
that thé sailing vessel showed signals of dis- 
tress after the collision and that screams were 
heard aboard it. A white light was seen on 
board the ship three minutes before the col- 
lision; but no red or green light was visible 
until after the steamer had struck the boat. 
Passengers on the Paris criticise the delay of 
the steamer in lowering a boat and getting 
the search-light working.

S0HOOL MANAGEMENT OOMMITTEE 


TO INVESTIGATE THE FAD. 


President Trude at the Board of Educa- 
tion Meeting Gives a Sint to Chairm 
Brenan, Who Says Hu Committee W 
Do Something About Clay Modal 
at OnceAnimated Scrap That Ends 1 
the Adoption of an Oral Arithmetic for 
the Chicago Schools. 

The Board of Education held its regolar 
meeting last night, President Trude in the 
chair. The subject of fads was scarcely re. 
ferred to, and then humorously. President 
Trude said the matters which for several days 
had been agitated in the newspapers had been 
mentioned but for want of time not discussed 
at the Tuesday meeting of the Committee on 
School Management, to which it belonged. 
He said much had been said and written 
about mud as an educator in the public 
schools, and he hoped the subject would be 
investigated promptly by the comunittee. 
Chairman Brenan of the committee briefly 
commended the remarks of the Chair and said 
the committee certainly would give the mat- 
ter its attention at an early day. 

The course of business ran smoothly until 
the reports of ail the committees had been 
read and adopted. Then Mr. Brenan read 
a document which, be said, was not a report 
of the committee. It began witha letter of 
the Superintendent to the School Manage- 
ment committee earnestly urging the imme- 
diate adoption of some school book on oral 
arithmetic. To this was appended a request 
signed by Messrs. Brenan, Duggan, Cusack, 
Jirka, and Trude that the board should de- 
cide on the introduction of a béok called 
„Oral Arithmetic by Grades, as the com- 
mittee was equally divided on the subject and 
could never agree. This document began: 
* We, mem bers of the Committee on School 
Management,“ instead of We, the Commit- 
tee on School Management,” as the regular 
report began. 

The first point of Ae was whether 
this was a report or not. The Chairman held 
it was a report, but many members insisted 
it was not even a minority report. Mr. Ro- 
senthal insinuated that the name of one ab- 
sent member of the committee had been 
counted as voting for the book. It being de- 
cided that it was a report a motion was made 
and adopted that the rules be suspended and 
immediate action be taken on the recommen- 
dation. 

The debate on the recommendation was led 
by Mr. Thornton, who said the new book wus 
written by Supts. Sabin and Kirke, and then 
read a statute forbidding any school officer to 
be interested.in any contract with a school 
board, the penalty being fine and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. He was interrupt- 
ed by Mr. Brenan, who said the authors had 
sold their copyright to a 1 firm, and 
that Mr. Thornten knew it. Thornton 
contended that did not greatly athe the trans- 
action, as the authors were paid by the board, 
and the board had a right to the benefit of all 
their labors in school matters. 

Mr. Blount answered Mr. Thornton, claim- 
ing the board had long since adopted a re- 

rt recommending the adoption of some 
text book on oral arithmetic, and that — 


Superintendents haa a perfect right to 


form work and make money outside of 
work for the board. This brought out Nr. 
Errant. who denied Mr. Blount's statement, 
and said it had only been agreed that the 
teachers should be furnished with such a 
book. He said the committee had been 
equally divided on the adoption of the book, 
and therefore they had rejected it. It was an 
outrage, therefcre, for one-half of the mem- 
bers to pretend to make a report on it, and to 
take $40, 000 out of the pockets of the chil- 
dren’s parents. 

Mr. Rosenthal also spoke on the subject, 
and denounced the book as the poorest one 
he ever had seen. Mr. Brenan closed the de. 
bate by reading letters of commendation for 
the book, and by showing that the cost to the 
parents would be only $27,000 instead of 
540,000. The previous question was then 
put and the text-book was adopted by a vote 
of 11 to 6. 

The Committee on Judiciary reported a 
recommendation that they be authorized to 
ask the Legisiature fora law conferring on 
School Boards the right to condemn land for 
the erection of school buildings, and the re- 
port was unanimously adopted. 

Ata meeting of the Educational Depart- 
ment of the Woman's ciub yesterday Mrs. 
Parker read a paper on the seieatifle instruc- 
tion of children in the public schools, and 
took high grounds in favor of the course on 
nature study.

Evanstonians and University of Chicago 
Tell Tales of Woe. 

Affairs concerning University day at Evan- 
ston, which is to take place tomorrow, are in 
a sadly mixed condition, and it is all on ac- 
count of the football game to be played in 
the afternoon. The faculty desires it to be 
free, but the students are contending for an 
admission fee. When the members of the 
team heara of this last evening they declared 
they would not play in the Lake Forest game 
with free admission. As the affair stands at 
present there will be no game at Evanston 
university day, because the team refuses to 
play. It there is no football game 
many students of the Chicago departments 
say they will not attend the exercises, and if 
there is a game with a 50-cent admission fee, 
according to the professors in the Chicago de- 
partments, their students think they are be- 
ing flimflammed and will not attend. Au- 
other meeting will be held today and an ef- 
fort made to untangle the difficulty. 

The athletic department of the University 
of Chicago is also beset with all kinds of 
trouble. A few weeks ago a mass-meeting of 
students was called to consider the proposi- 
tion of erecting a grand stand in Marshall 
Field, the Varsity ball park. Accordingly, 
$2,000 was guaranteed by university iac- 
ulty, students, and alumni, and the work of 
construction was assigned to Profs. Thatcher, 
Clark, Stagg, and others, who proceeded at 
once with the work with the hope of completing 
the edifice in time for yesterday’s game. 
Pending the grant of a permit from the Cit 
Council Ald. O'Neill of the Thirty-fourt 
Ward surprised the university authorities by 
announcing that aremonstrance had issued 
from the proprietor of Tbe Delta,“ Nos. 
5620-22 Eliis avenue, and also from adja- 
cent owners, objecting to the buildmg of the 
proposed grand stand ou. the ground it was a 
nuisance. “The Delta, from which the 
complaint originates, is a four-story build- 
ing overlooking the ball park on the 
west, and is occupied almost ex- 
clusively by professors and students, 
The projectors of the grand stand enterprise 
claim the real cause of complaint to lie in the 
fact the grand stand would obstruct the Delta

Adopted Declaring the Club’s Intention 
to Co-operate in This Cause—Speeches 
Are Made by Men and Women Who 
Deseribe the Condition of the Streets— 


Must Be Suppressed. 

The Lawyers’ club last night declared 
its willingness to assist and codéperate with 
other societies in ridding the down-town 
district of depraved women and ques- 
tionable saloons. Preceding the adoption 
of a resolution to this effect the 
subject was discussed at length by the mem- 
bers of the club and a committee from the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Association, 
consisting of Mrs. Lake and Mrs. Huntly of 
the Social Purity committee of that organiza- 
tion. President W. H. Condon introduced 
the question in an address dwelling upon the 
evils that grew out of saloons the doors of which 
are opened to the reception of low characters. 
He believed some effort should be made to 
suppress the saloons and their patrons, Mrs. 
Huntly regarded the existence of the notori- 
ous resorts and the toleration of the women 
by the city as corruptive of the morals of the 
entire city. Justice Randall H. White in de- 
picting the nightly scenes down-town said it 
was impossibie for a respectable woman to 
walk along State, Clark, and Madison streets, 
and Michigan and Wabash avenues, without 
being insulted, He thought restrictive meas- 
ures should be taken to keep women off the 
streets and out of the concert and stall 
saloons. He did know but the application of 
the measures in other cities regulating vice of 
this nature might have the effect of ridding 
the streets of the objectionable elements 
which now crowded them down-town after 
night. 

Ex- Attorney-General McCartney advocated 
legal measures to restrain and restrict the 
women to their quarters. He believed that 
vigorous methods backed up by some efficient 
and watchful organization would soon clear 
the streets. C. F. Runyon opposed any ut- 
tempt at licensing the women, and believed in 
breaking up their haunts. Mrs. Lake then 
detailed many instances ot tho desire of the 
unfortunate women to reform and regretted 

re was no asylum open for their reception 
and redemption. No charity could be better 
directed than one to look after and care for 


many cases to their method of life by cireum- 
stances beyond their control.

000. The daily average of exehange at the brin- 
cipal cities in October is 5.6 per cent larger than 
last year, but 28.2 per cent loos than in 1892. 
This average was $8,06 23 for each inbabitant 
in 1892, end is now 62.10 daily for each inhab- 


itant. The decrease in railroad earnings is not so 


great, about 8.4 per cent for October thus far 


compared with last year, and 18.4 compared with 
1892, and tne transactions last year were unnat- 
urally swelled by the World's Fair.

DISSOLUTION ORDERED BY OOURTS. 


Judge Stein’s Decree in Old Robert Lind- 
biem & Co. Firm Litigation. 

A dissolution of the old grain commission 
firm of Robert Lindblom & Co. was ordered 
in a deeree handed down by Judge Stein. 
The partnership included Robert Lindblom 
and Nelson Van Kirk of Chicago, and Will- 
iam S. Williams and Nathan G. Miller of 
New York. The capital stock was $300,000, 
and during the firm’s ten monthsof existence, 
from June 21, 1883, to April 4, 1884, it 
was one of the heaviest operators on the 
Board of Trade when it occupied 
the Chamber of Commerce Building. 


questions of New York and Chicago ex- 
changes and Lindblom filed a bill for a.disso- 
lution of the firm, the members not being 
able to agree upon their respective shares in 
the assets which had not been withdrawn. 
Judge Stein, confirming the report of Master 
in Chancery Mann, found the issues general 
against Miller. Lindblom was declared en- 
titled to receive $12,410 from Miller and 
Williams. Van Kirk committed suicide about 
a year ago and Lindbiom, as his administra- 
tor, was decreed $4,180 from Williams and 
Miller. The court found that Miller owed 
Williams $17,909.
